_Nineveb-was a City of as much Wickednefs 
as Paris, and the Ninevites as much Idola- 
ters as the French, and they were afterwards 
deftroy’d by God’s Judgments for their 
Wickednefs——But yet in what Manner fo- 
ever they pray’d and humbled chemfelves, 


they did it fo, that GOD heard them, and~ 


adjourn’d his Vengeance for fome Years up- 
on their Humiliation ; and for this I referr 
tothe Text; and let them that think GOD 
has no Regard to the National Humiliation 
of thofe, to whom yet he may have no fa- 
ving Regard, take that of Niseveb for a 
Precedent.

Heaven ftamp’t his own Aurhority upon the 
_Difappointment, and let us {ce plainly, it 


was his Will, that Expedition thould noe 
o on. 
Now, tho’ Days and Minutes fignifie no: 


thing, but to guide our Thoughts to the 


Caufes of, and the Hand dire&ing Things, 
and J claim to be underftuod to put no po. 
fitive Conclufion upon it, and had there been 
no Humiliation-Day in France, ic might have 
been the fame thing 5 yet it cannot but be 
very poitting, that the fame Day the gene- 
ral Humiliation was obferv’d in France, and 
that whole Kingdom was praying againft an 
Englifb Yavafion, which was the Judgment 
they fear’d; that very Dey the Confederate 
Fleet was driven back into Jorbay by contra- — 
ry Winds, lay there Wind-bound about 14° 
Weeks, till the Seafon of Aétion was over, 
and conld never obtain a Wind afterward — 
forthat Expedition. 

And what’s the Ufe I thall make of this, 
think you now ? To encourage Superftition, 
Proceffions, and the Mediatorfhip of no- 
minal Saiuts? Far from ic Iaffure you; and 
whoever draws Confequences of that Nae - 
ture from it, may as well draw Confequens — 
ces to juftifie Panagifm from the Nimevites — 
Repentance; but feveral good Obfervati- © 
ons, I fay, may be made of it. 

1. If you do not out-pray the French, as _ 
well as out-fight them, you will never beat 
them. 

2. If the French fhould humble themfelves

And what if I fhould obferve, that GOD 
in his Providence feems to diftinguith ia 
the prefent War, between the French ty- 
annizing, and the French tyranniz’d over—~ 
nd while wonderful Succeffes have been 
granted the Confederates againft the Armies 
and Proje€ts of France, as a Kingdom, che 
fame Succeffes have been deny’d us again 
the poor Subjefts, a8 a People; who already 
fufficiently opprefs’d, would be quice us: 
done upon an Invafion, and the Prayers of 
thefe poor People have hitherto been heard,
